' AMERICA AND THE INTERNATIONAL COURT. 


President Harding Detends Participation. 


. - ‘New York, April 24. 
President Harding, ina speech at the annual Junchean of the 
Associated Preas of America,-defended the decision of the United 
States to participate in the Court of Internatinnal Justice ar in 
harmony with the plstform pledges and candidates” promises es to 
American aspirations. “He denied that it would be entry into the 
League of Nations. The administration had definitely put aside all 
thought of entering the League. Referring to the argument that the 
"United States would be placed ata disadvahtage in the election of 
‘judges for the court through the disparity in national voting power 
in the League Assembly, he said that if the other great Powers could 
accept without fear the voting strength of the British Dominions, 
Americans ought, in view of their Eaglish-spaaking kinship, to feel 
‘ themselves free-from danger. He commended the court es a great 
step towards the peacefu! settlement of questions capable of reference 
to a court of justice.’ , ” . “ 


A REPARATIONS PROPOSAL. 


Attitude of German Socialists. 

. : : Berlin, April 24. 4 
The ex-Chancellor Musller, one of the Socialist leaders, in » 
speech at « Socialist meoting emphasised the necessity for offering a 
definite aum in connection with the new German Propose! to the 
Entente. He suggested 31 milliard gold marks, of which 26 milliard 
would be for France and J to 5 millisrds for Belgium. As regarde 
‘the question of security, Mueller suggested a peace pact between. all 
the Utates belonging to the Rhine shipping commission, and the Ger- 
man Government should undertake not’to declare war on any Power 
for generation or acentury. He declared that Garman socialiste 
~ hed agreed with the Socialists of the Allied countries in this. The 
German Socialists were ready te sapport Dr. Cuno’s Government if 
it'did what was necessary, and were ready to take the conséquences

PRE-WAR DEBTS OF GERMANS IN CHINA. 


Arrangement for Their Repayment. 


. ; Berlin, April 24. 

An agreement concluded between the British and German 
Governments provides that certain pre-war debtsof German nation- 
ala to British nationals which are recognised by a competent court 
shall be covered from the proceeds in the hands of the British 
custodian of enemy property in China, resulting. from the liquidation 
of German property. These debta are firstly debts of German re- 
sidents in China or of branches of Garman businases in China at 

‘ the time the debt was contracted to Britishers, no mat ter where the 
latter ara resident, secondly debts of German nationals, no matter 
where resident, to Beitishers or branches of British bueinesses 
resident or existing in China at the time the debt was con- 
tracted, Debts under article 296 of the Versailies Treaty areexcluded..

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. TO 
THE “TRLEGRAPS.” 


A Reuter's-telegram emanating 


from Lisbon, which teaches ‘us|

This is the first intimation that 
has reached this part of the 
world of the possibility of Macao 
being sold to Germany or any 
other Power.

They first obtdined 
permission to settie there so long 
ago a8 1557, but the Chinese for 
mavy years exacted an annaal 
rental of 500 Taels per ahnum, 
which the Portuguese later refas- 
ed to pay.
